And that 
you, mn order to this, did take a Survey of all Roman Catholicks 
that were able to bear Arms, from 16 to 60; and there CE: 
Vidence,. 
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Evidence, that you did go a Circuit there to peruſe all the Towns 
and ſee which might be moſt convenient for the taking in, and enter 
taining the French, and landing their Forces ; and Charlemont, you did 
deſign that for one ſtrong place to be taken, and Dun-Ganyon for ano- 
ther, and that you did deſig the French Army to land at Carlingford, 
and all that was with you, tclls the reaſon you gave, why that ſhould 
be the place, that they might come up with a burdened Ship ro the 
very Gates of the Town, that you did, in order to the entertaining 
thele foreign Forces, raiſe mony, that you did ſend out your Orders 
ſub pena ſuſpenſions to all that were ot the Roman Clergy, and that 
this mony was received, ſeveral of them teſtified that they paid ir to 
you, and this man hath ſeen great numbers ot perſons pay mony to 
you upon theſe accounts. All theſe are Treaſon, what lay you to 
them. Ir does import you to conſider what Anſwer you can give. 

Plunk. My Lord, firſt as to the firſt point, 1 anſwer, thar I never re- 
ccived a farthing of mony out of my own Diſtrict, and but for my own 
Livelihood, and that I can prove by thoſe that have reccived it tor me, 
that I never received over threelcore pound a year in my lite, unlcls 
ſome Genleman would now and then give me 105. tor my relief. For, 
my Lord, this is the way in /re/and, every Prictt hath fo many Families 
allotted to him, and every Roman Cartholick Family gives 2 s. a year

never got ſo much in my lite as to maintain a Servant, and this was

Ay, but the Witneſſes ſay, our of your own Diſtrict 
you ſent into another Biſhops Diocels to collett mony. 

Plank. My Lord, I fay I could never get fo much as to keep a Ser- 
vant, and till no I never got a farthing out of my own Diocefs,” an- 
leſs I have been called to an Arbitration or ſome fucly thing, it may be 
for my Journey and Expences 40 or 50 miles they would give mc 
ſomething for my maintenance ; if you ſhould find any thing clſe , 1 
will be content to ſuffer ; and if my Evidence were brought trom 7re- 
land, there is nothing but what would be made clear, both under their 
own Hangs and'by Records, and thar is all well known, and was atte- 
ſled in his preſence before the Council in Tre/mmd, whith threeſeore 
pounds. \ves.a Very ſmall thing to maintain me,and I never had above 
onc Seryant,: and. the. Houſe I lived m was a htt]e Thatch'd Houſe; 
3M EA wherein 
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Wherein was only alittle Room for a Library, which was not 7 foot 
high, where once this fellow came to affront me, becauſe I had hindred 
him from begging, and that's for the Mony. For the Men, I defie any 
one that ever ſee me make a Liſt of Men in my life, or can produce 
any Liſt made by my Order. I was never in my lite at Xi»ſale,at Cork, 
at Dun-Gannon, at Limerick, &c.or thoſe parts of Munſter which were 
the chicf Ports where the French ſhould come in, and not in Carling- 
ford, which is the narrow Seas in 2/{fer, which any one that knows 
the World will judg to be avery improper place forthe Frenchto land 
in. 'Tis all one as to ſay that the French ſhould come in at a poor 
place where they could get nothing, it being at the narrow Scas, and 
they never ſaw me there in their lives. 

L.C. 7. Yes, one does ſay, he was with you. 

Plunk. Well, one does fay he ſaw me there, but if I had my Wit- 
nefles here, I copld prove he was a Friar, and declared an Apoſtate by 
his own Provincial, as this Gentleman is, and becauſe I hindred them 
to beg in my Diſtricts, therefore they have this malice againſt me, thar 
iS all. Well, my Lord, that is for that: T was never in my life in Cor-

theſe Complaints. And if had my Witneſſes from Jrel/axd, and the 
Records, I would defic all theſe Witneſſes together. For my ſending 
to Rome, I had never an Agent in Rome for theſe ſeven years paſt, be- 
cauſcI was notable to maintain him, and indeed it was a great ſhame 
tQ us; becauſe there is never a Community ot Fryers, that hath a Col- 
{:dge beyond Sea, bur hath ſome Agent at Rome.

I have been accuſed Py and chiefly for ſurveying 
the Ports, tor fixing upon Carling ford for the Landing of the French, 
for the having of ſeventy thouſand Men' ready toj6in with the French, 
for collecting Mony tor the Apents-ih this matter; for the _— 
the. French and this great Utopian Army. A Jury in Ireland con- 
ſiſting of men that lived in that Country, or any man in the World 
that hath bur ſeen Zreland'in a Map, would eafily fce there was no pro- 
bability that that ſhould bea place fit for the French to land'in, though 
he never was in 7reland, yer by the Map, he would ſee they muſt come 
between the narrow Scas all alorig to Z/{fter, and the Rocks,” and ſuch 
places would make it very dangerous; and by their own confeſſion 
it was a poor Town, and of no ſtrength, a very ſmall Garrifon, which 
had not been ſo, it it had been a place of any conſideration. And 
whereas I had Influence only upon one Province, as is well known, 
chough I had the Title of Primate of all 7reland, as the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury hath ot all Zyg/and; yet the Arch Biſhop of Tork will not 
permit lum to meddle with his Province ;” and 'tis well known by the 
Gentry there, and thofe that are accuſtomed to the place; That in 
all the Province of Z/fer, take Men, Women and Children of the 
Roman Catholicks, they could not make up ſeventy Thouſand. This, 
a Jury there, my Lord, had known very well, and therefore the Laws 
ot England, which are very favourable to the Priſoner, have provi- 
ded that there ſhould be a Jury of the place where the Fa&t was com- 
mitted, as Sir Thomas Gaſceine, as I have heard, had a Torkftire Jury, 
though he was tryed at London. And then after my coming here, I was 
kept cloſe Priſoner for fix Months, not any Chrittian was permitted 


a 
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co come at me, nor did I know any thing, how things ſtood in the 
World. I was brought here the third of May, to be- arraigned, and 
I did petition your Lordſhip to have ſome time for my Tryal, and 1 
would have had it put off -till Michaelmaſs, but your Lordthips did 
not think fit to grant ſo long, but only till the eighth of this month, 
when my Witneſſes who were ready at the Sear{ide, would not come. 
over Without Paſſes, and I could not get over the Records withour 
an Order from hence ; which Records would: have ſhewn that ſome 
of the Witneſſes were indicted and found guilty of high Crimes, ſome 
were impriſoned, for Robberics, and'ſome of the Witneſſes were inta- 
mous people, fo I petitioned; the cighth of this: month, that I might 
have time bur for twelve days: mere, but your Lordſhip thoughr 
when the motion was made, that it was:only to put off the Tral , 
and now my Witneſſes arc come.to Coventry yeſterday morning, and 
they will be here in.a ſew days, and fo for want of time to defend my 
ſelf in, I was expoſed to my Advcrſaries, who were ſome of my own 
Clergy, waom tor their debauched Lives, I have corrected, as it iS well 
known there, I will not. deny my ſelf, bur that as long as there was 
any Toleration and Connivance , I did execute the Function of a 
Biſhop, ahd that by the ſecond of Elizabeth is only a Premunire, and 
no Treaſon, So that, my Lord, I was expoſed detenceleſs ro my Ene- 
mies, whereas now my Witneſſes are come, that could! make all ap- 
pear. I did beg for twelve days time, whereby =_ might have ſeen 
as om as the Sun, what thoſe Witneſſes are that began the Story, 
and ſay rheſe things againſt me. And, my Lord, for thoſe Depoſiti- 
-ons ot the ſeventy thouſand Men, and the Monies that are collected 
of the Clergy in Jrelaxd, they cannot be true, tor they are a poor 
Clergy that have no Revenue nor Land ; they live as the Presbyrerians 
do here, tliere is not a Prieſt in all 7re/and, that hath certainly or 
uncertainly above threeſcore pounds a year, and that I ſhould collect 
of them forty ſhillings a piece, for the raiſing of an Army, or for the 
Landing of the French at Carlingford; it it had been brought before 
a Jury in /reland; it would have been thought a meer Romance. It 
rhey had accuſed me of a Premwnire tor the exerciſe of my Epiſcopal 
FunCtion, perhaps they had ſaid ſomething that might have been be- 
lieved, but my Lord, asI ama dying man, and hope tor Salvation by my 
Lord and Saviour, I am nor guilty of one point of Treaſon they have 


{wore againſt me, no more than the Child that was born. bur ones 
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day. ' have an Atteſtation under my Lord of Eſex's hand concerr- 
ing my gu Behaviour int 7reland, and not only from him, but from 
my Lord Berkley,who was'al3-Governour there, which the Kings At- 
rorney ſaw; Bur here I was brought, here I was tried , and having 
not time to bring my Witneſſes, I could not prove my Innocency, as 
otherwiſe I mighr. So that, if there be any Caſe in the World thar 
deſerves'Compallion, ſurely my Cafe does; and *ris ſuch a rare Caſe, 
as I believe you will not find rwo of them in print, that one arraign- 
ed in /reland, ſhould be tried here afterwards for the ſame Fact. My 
Lord, if there be any thing in the World that deſerves pity, this does, 
for I can ſay, as I hope for mercy, I was never guilty of any one point 
they have ſwore againſt me, and if my Petition for time had been 

nted, I could have ſhewn how all was prepenſe Malice againſt me, 
and have produced all Circumſtances that could make out the Inno- 
cency of a perſon. But not having had time, and being tried, I am 
ar your mercy. 

LC. F. Well, you have nothing further to fay in Bar of Judgment, 
you have ſaid all you can? 

Plank. T have nothing further to fay, but what I have ſaid. 
Then Proclamation was made for filence, while Tudgement was paſſing 
' "upon the Priſoner. 


LC. F. Look you, Mr. Plunket, You have been here indicted of 


a very great and hainous Crime, the greateſt and moſt hainous of all 
Crimes, and that is, High Treaſon; and truly yours is a Treaſon of 
the higheſt nature, "tis a Treaſon in truth againſt God an your King, 
and the Country where you lived. You have done as much as you 
could to diſhonour God in this caſe ; for the borrom of your Treaſon 
was, the ſeting up your falſe Religion, than which, there is nor any 
thing more diſpleating to God, or more pernicious to mankind in the 
World: a Religion thatis ten times worſe than all the Hearheniſh Su- 
perſtitions,the moſt diſhonourable #nd derogatory toGod and his Glo- 
ry of all Religions or pretended Religions whatſoever; for it under- 
takes to diſpenſe with Gods Laws, and to pardon the breach of them. 
So that certainly a greater Crime there cannot be commitred againſt 
God, than for a man.to endeayottr the Proptgation of thar Religion ; 
bur you; to effect this, have deſigned the Dearth of your lawful Prince 
and King. And then your defign of Blood in the Kingdom where you 


lived, to fer all rogether by the cars, co deſtroy poor unocent people, .

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to proſtitute their Lives and Liberties, and all.that is dear to!them to 
the Tyranny of Rome and, France and. that -by introducing, 2 French 
Army. - Whar greater, evil. can. be defigned:by,any,man,s 1 mention 
theſe things, becauſe they... have all..been tulty proved! againft -you;; 
and thar ou may take notice, and repent-of them, ;and -make-your 
pcace with God, by a particular Application for Merey tor all-thele 
Faults: For it ſeems to me, that againlt God, yqur Pringe, and-fellow 

' Subjects, you: have behaved: .your felt | very: all, deſigning very-preat 
evil to all theſe ; and now it hath pleaſed God to bring'you to Judg- 
ment. | 

I muſt tell you, peradyenture what you urge for yqur felt might-in- 
troduce: pity, if it were to be. believed, that is, that. you ate inhocent; 
and had Witnefles to prove. it, but we. cannot ſuppole any. man.inno- 
cent, that hath had a legal and a, tair Trial, and a Trial with as much 
candor to you, as your Calc: could bear, or as perhaps any man in 
ſuch a Caſe ever had. You had time upon your Requeſt to ſead-ter 
your Witneſles,, to..help, you.in; your Defence , and to have proyed 
your Innocence, if you 'cou!d have done it ; Time long cnpugh,rto 
your own Content, you your ſeit thought it-fo, at the time it was 
given. To give a Pritoner under your Ggircumſtances five or {xx weeks 
time to ſend for Witneſſes, is not uſual, *we cou'd have put. you upon 

a preſent Defence, and hurried you. out of rhe World by a ſuddain 
Trial, if we had had any Deſign againſt you ; bur we go on in a fair 
way, and with legal Proceedings, and with as much Reſpect to you, 
as in ſuch a Caſe could be uſed, for we gave you all the tair Hearing 

and Liberty that you deſired to haye, | 

Look you, as to what you urge, that your Trial was in this King- 
dom, whereas your Offence was inanother,thar is a thing thatdoes not 
become you by any means to obje&t ; for you have had a Trial here 

. by honelt perſons , and that according to the Laws which obtain in 

this Kingdom , -and that too of Zreland , which is by a Statute not 
made on purpoſe to bring youinto aSnare, butan ancient Stature,and 
not without Preſidents of its having been pur in execution betore your 
time. For your, own Country will. afford you feycral Preſidents in 
this. Caſe, as. O Rurke, and ſcyeralothers that have becn arraigned and 
condemned for Treaſon done there...
